Mind in the pre-dawn rain, hit a 
'all pine tree on a Potomac river 
aluff while approaching 
National 
Airport here. 


There were nine persons aboard 


— six passengers and three crew- 
men — all men. 


The plane, a DC-3, snapped the 


pine tree about 20 feet from 
the 


base and flipped over on its back, 
killing five persons instantly in the 
crumpled cabin. The crash scene, 
known locally as "Treasure Cove," 
is about 100 yards from the Po- 
tomac and about five miles south- 
east of the capitol.

mill executive 
and an

from the same state on his way to 
a construction job in the 
Pacific. 


Two 
crewmen,

The plane v/as flying Eastern 


Airlines' 
Houston,

route. It had left its last stopping 
place, Winston-Salem, N. C., at 3 
a. m., EST, and was due here at 
4 a. m. 


Delayed by the rainstorm, which 
later changed to snow, the plane 
twice reported to the Washington 
control tower, at 4:26 and 4:33 
a. m. Both times the pilot report- 
ed 2,500 feet altitude and gave no 
hint of trouble. 


At 4:40 a. m. the tower tried but 


failed to contact the plane. Appar- 
ently it had crashed a few minutes 
before then. Eastern Airlines 
be- 


lieved the plane had lost altitude 
too rapidly in approaching National 
Airport. Eye witnesses at the crash 
scene said 
the 
plane's 
landing 
wheels were down. 


It was the first crash of 1943 on 
a regularly scheduled domestic air- 
line.

Rocket Sleds 
TravellOOO 
Miles Hour 


Muroc Air Base, Calif., 
Cracking of the Jan. 
wall 
sound by unmanned 
rocket-pow- 
ered sleds which 
streaked 
over 
railroad tracks at more than 1,000 
miles an hour has been disclosed 
by Northrop aircraft engineers. 
The sleds were propelled 
in se- 
cret experimental runs over 2,000 
feet o£ standard guage track in less 
than two seconds to break through 
the 763 M. P. H. sea level sonic 
barrier. Tests

months ago. 


The 1,500-pcund sleds were pow- 
ered by five solid fuel rockets, each 
developing 10,000 pounds of thrust 
for 1.8 seconds.

The thyroid 
is an important 
gland, usually lying in the front 
part of the neck below the larynx, 
or voice box. When it is behaving 
normally, it produces a secretion 
which is necessary to maintain sat- 
isfactory bodily functions. 


In some people, 
for reasons 


which are not thoroughly under- 
stood, the thyroid may start to 
enlarge and produce an abnormal 
secretion which is poured into the 
blood stream. This enlarged and 
abnormally-behaving thyroid gland 
is called a toxic goiter. In addi- 
tion to enlargement, the other most 
common 
symptoms are 
a rapid 
heart rate, nervousness, 
loss of 


weight, and protrusion of the eye- 
balls. 


The symptoms alone may be suf- 


ficient for a skilled doctor to make 
a diagnosis. However, a mctabo- 
ism test is almost always advis- 
able. This test is simple and pain- 
ess to take, but measures quite 
well the degree to which the thy- 
•pid is overactivc. Normal metabo- 
.ism varies from about minus 13 
to about plus 15; in toxic goiter the 
result 
of the metabolism test is 


high and plus figures of 30 and I 
above are not at all uncommon. 
Toxic goiter should be discov- 
ered as soon as possible. If it con- 
tinues too long untreated, it may 
cause damage to the body which 
cannot be completely overcome. 


Surgery Used 
The most common treatment of 


toxic goiter is removal of a por- 
tion of the enlarged thyroid gland 
by surgery. A period of prepara- 
tion before operation is generally 
advisable, and helps the patient to 
go through the operation with lit- 
tle difficulty.

Picketing Ban 
Ruled on By 
Missouri Court 


Jefferson City, Mo., Jan. 12 —(/p) 
- The Missouri Supreme 
Court 


held unconstitutional arid void 
to- 
uay one portion of a new labor reg- 
uiatoiy jaw which would have pre- 
vented picketing of any 
establish- 


ment v/uerc no dispute existed be- 
tween employer and workers. 


The unanimous decision by the 


com i en oanc concerned two suits 
brought by labor 
unions 
against 


one portion ot the Madison Act. 


Judge Albert M. Clark wrote the 
'pinion wnich concluded: 


"The statute, in so far as it at- 


tempts to forbid any and a!l pic- 
keting 
when 
no 
labor 
dispute 


ixists, is unconstitutional and void. 
"Tnat portion of the statute 
is 


void also because it is not author- 
ed by the title of the act." The 
iaw docs not define picketing and 
in the preamble, makes no mention 
of the disputed section's provision. 
The court declared some definite 
statement defining 
picketing 
for 


ihe ourposes of tne law was acces- 
sary. 


"A penal statute creating a new 


affense must be sufficiently clear 
to inform those subject to it what 
on their part will render them li- 
able to its penalties." 


In the opinion, Judge Clark noted 


that attorneys for tne unions at- 
tacked the portion of the law as a 
denial of tree speech. 


"Under the decisions of the su- 


preme court of the United States," 
Clark wrote, "peaceful picketing as 
an incident of iree speech is a con- 
stitutional right, x x x A stale may 
prescribe reasonable regulations as 
to the manner of picketing. 


"But a state is without 
power 


o ban peaceful picketing on 
the 
sole ground that no labor dispute 
exists between the picket and the 
establishment picketed. 


"Section 8 of the Madison Act 


does not regulate picketing. It pur- 
ports to ablish the right, not the 
abuse, of free speech as an inci- 
dent of picketing unless a labor dis- 
pute exists."
